The  Thoroughbreds  affectionately 
dedicate  this  show  to  the  memory  of 
our  brother  and  fellow  singer,  Bob  Dye, 
whose  courage  and  perseverance  has 
been  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us. 

Bob  joined  the  Thoroughbreds  just 
before  our  intensive  training  began  for 
the  1974  international  competition  in 
Kansas  City.  He  came  through  with 
flying  colors  and  tasted  the  sweetness 
of  victory  with  us  when  we  were  named 
champions  for  the  fourth  time.  From 
that  time  on.  he  was  truly  a  dedicated 
Thoroughbred. 

He  had  a  special  dream  ...  to  have 
the  Thoroughbreds  do  a  concert  in  his 
home  town,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  had 
been  working  toward  this  dream  for  two 
years  and  succeeded  early  this  year 
when  negotiations  were  completed  for 
the  Thoroughbreds  to  be  the  featured 
attraction  October  9th  at  the  annual 
show  of  the  West  Town  Chapter  of 
Sweet  Adelines,  Inc.  His  dream  was  to 
be  a  reality  at  last! 

When  Bob  became  seriously  ill  in 
August,  he  was  determined  to  get  the 
best  treatment  possible  and  be  back  in 
shape  for  the  Cleveland  concert.  After 
further  examinations  in  Cleveland,  he 


learned  that  his  illness  was  incurable; 
but  his  determination  became  stronger 
than  ever  to  sing  with  the  Thorough¬ 
breds  one  last  time.  , 

Through  faith,  sheer  determination 
and  the  help  of  sympathetic  doctors 
and  nurses,  he  did  make  that  show  and 
sang  his  heart  out  —  from  a  wheelchair. 
Furthermore,  ho  miraculously  summed 
the  strength  to  attend  the  afterglow. 
The  audience  was  awed  when  ho  asked 
for  the  microphone  and  talkod  to  us  for 
several  minutes  on  what  It  meant  for 
him  to  be  a  Thoroughbrod  and  a 
member  of  the  Society  for  the  Preser¬ 
vation  and  Encouragement  of  Barber¬ 
shop  Quartet  Singing  in  America. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  returned  via 
stretcher  to  his  sickbed.

Thanks  to  the  courage  of  this  young 
man,  all  of  us  have  gained  a  better 
appreciation  for  the  great  society  to 
which  we  belong  and  the  privilege  of 
singing  with  champions.  Though  no 
longer  with  us  physically,  his  spirit  still 
sings  in  our  hearts.

And  their  1974  triumph  places  them  in  an  exalted  position  which 
knowledgable  barbershoppers  claim  will  never  be  equaled  by  another  group. 
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Now  ineligible  for  international  competition  until  1977,  The  Thorougbreds  have 
turned  their  energies  and  talents  to  other  pursuits.  Since  1976  is  the  Nations’s 
Bicentennial  year,  our  Society’s  musical  leaders  have  created  a  musical  birthday 
celebration  recapturing  America’s  history  in  song.  This  "Salute  to  America"  is  to 
be  featured  by  every  barbershop  chapter  during  their  1976  Annual  Shows,  and  the 
Society  has  recorded  it  as  a  two-record  album  so  all  may  enjoy  it  in  years  to  come.

They  have  been  guests  on  many  national 
television  programs.  The  brothers  have  recored  78  of  their  most  requested  songs 
under  both  commercial  and  society  labels.  Their  albums  are  distributed  by  the 
Daniel  Co..  Inc..  Box  232,  Two  Rivers,  Wise.  54241 ,  and  the  National  Hoadquartors 
of  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A..  Inc.  They  have  sung  in  all  of  the  top  Music  Halls  and  Theaters 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Entertaining  the  armed  forces  overseas  is  one  of 
their  most  treasured  memories. 

They  come  from  a  family  of  seventeen  children,  six  girls  and  eleven  boys.  Their 
Father  died  in  1 939  and  their  Mother  died  in  1 963.  The  members  of  the  quartot  have 
34  children  of  their  own.
